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A Record of the Social Parasitic Ant Strongylognathus koreanus 
PISARSKI, 1965 (Hymenoptera, Formicidae) from Japan

An undetermined species of the social parasitic ant genus Strongylognathus MAYR 
has been recorded from Yamanashi Pref. (NAKANO, 1938) and Hiroshima Pref. 
(COLLINGWOOD, 1976). Recently, I had a chance to examine the specimens from Yamanashi 
Prefecture deposited in the collection of the National Institute of Agro-Environmental Sci- 
ences (NIAES). I directly compared them with the paratype workers of Strongylognathus 
koreanus PISARSKI, 1965 from North Korea. Although the slope of the declivous face 
of the propodeum is more gentle in the Japanese specimens, there is no significant mor- 
phological difference between the two, so that I concluded that the Japanese species is S. 
koreanus. This is the first record of the species from Japan.
